AMBULANCE  FACILITIES

The  Lancashire  County  Council  administers  the  ambulance  service. 

The  nearest  ambulance  station  is  at  Thornton,  and  ambulances  for 
Poult on-le-Fylde  are  obtained  from  this  station,  or  Fleetwood. 

At  Thornton,  three  ambulances  and  two  duel-purpose  vehicles  are 
on  call;  an'  a/mbulance  and  two  duel-purpose  vehicles  are  available 
at  Fleetwood. 

The  service  is  maintained  on  a  24  hour  basis  at  Thornton,  and 
from  8.00  am.  to  12.00  pm.  at  Fleetwood.

There  were  no  persons  removed  to  hospital  or  other  institutions 
as  allowed  for  by  the  compulsory  powers  of  the  above  Act. 


HOSPITALS 

There  is  no  hospial  situated  in  the  district. 

General  cases  are  admitted  to  Blackpool  Victoria  and  Wesham 
Park  Hospitals  under  the  control  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital 
Management  Committee. 

The  Devonshire  Road  Hospital, Blackpool,  is  used  for  infectious 
disease  cases;  tuberculosis  cases  use  the  Elswick  Sanatorium,  and 
smallpox  cases  go  to  the  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Bury,  which 
is  under  the  management  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION 

Facilities  for  the  examination  of  material  in  suspected  cases 
of  diptheria,  dysentery,  typhoid  fever,  tuberculosis,  food  poisoning  etc., 
are  available  to  all  Medical  Practitioners,  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Preston,  and  Blackpool  Victoria  Hospital,  and  a  full  use  is 
made  of  these  facilities  by  this  Department.

Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector 

for  the  year  of  1971 

During  the  year,  the  Department  maintained  a  reasonable 
level  of  inspection  in  connection  with  Food  Hygiene,  Slaughterhouse 
Hygiene,  Offices, Shops  and  Railway  Premises  inspection  and  Public 
Health  work  in  general. 

Although  the  general  standard  of  Food  Hygiene  remains 
reasonable,  there  is  a  very  obvious  need  for  more  regular  inspection 
with  this  type  of  work.  There  is  also  a  long  standing  problem 
connected  with  the  changeover  of  shops  in  the  area,  and  ?/here  new 
shops  open,  it  has  been  found  that,  where  advice  has  not  been  sought 
by  the  proprietor, in  the  first  place,  there  have  been  ommissions 
in  structural  and  facilityprovision  which  have  meant,  at  times, 
gross  inconvenience  to  the  new  shopkeeper.  There  have  been  occasions 
when  insufficient  information  concerning  shop  changeovers  has  not 
given  us  the  necessary  time  for  departmental  advice  and  action,  and 
I  amsure  that  the  only  way  this  problem  can  be  overcome  is  by  automatic 
registration  by  any  new  occupier  or  business  prior  to  their  establishment 
or  changeover. 

During  the  year,  the  Health  Committee  has  removed  Closing 
Orders  on  three  cottage  properties  in  the  town  centre  area,  at  the  same 
time  approving  Standard  Grant  improvnoot  work.  This  has  meant  not  only 
the  retention  of  some  of  the  town  centre  area’s  cottage  property,  but 
where  the  Department  follow  the  line  of  placing  Closing  Orders  in  lieu 
of  the  usual  Demolition  Ordres,  the  properties  have  been  saved,  rep^irod 
and  modernised,  and  the  general  street  picture  retained  and  improved 
by  the  new  owner. 

During  the  year  the  Housing  Committee  approved  a  combined 
total  of  eighteen  Discretionary  Grants,  Standard  Grants  and  Higher 
Standard  Grants,  and,  although  there  has  been  a  general  dissatisfaction 
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with  the  removal  of  the  three  year  condition  regarding  repayment 
of  grant  on  sale,  there  has,  in  this  area,  been  little  or  no  abuse 
of  the  grants  themselves,  Repair  grants  are  generally  limited 
to  repair  works  directly  associated  with  improvement  works,  but 
there  is  always  a  necessity  to  review  the  types-  of  Improvement 
Grants  given  from  time  to  time,  as  applications  can  vary  considerably. 

In, conclusion,  I  wish  to  accord  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Council  and  my  staff  for 
the  co-operation  which  I  have  received  from  them  during  the  year.
